CONGRESSIONAL PROCEEDINGS. 


In the senate, on the 27th, the day was occu- 
pied in discussing the relations of the Pacific 
railroads to the United States in connection 
with the army appropriation bill and the houss | 
proviso that no part of the appropriation for 
the transportation of troops or supplies should 
be paid for services rendered by any of the non- 
bonded lines owned, controled or operated by 
the Union Pacific Railway Co. or by the South- 
ern Pacific Co. over lines embracod in the Pa- 
cific system. The proviso was strickemout and 
the army bill thus amended was pas@ed...... In 
the house the diplomatic and consular appro- 
priation bill was further considered. After two 
hours’ general debate it was considered by sec- 
tions, but little progress being made. 

In the senate, on the 28th. the resolution of 
Mr. Jones declaring that there was not suffi- 
cient grounds to justify the president in witb- 
holding the money ap propriated to pay the 
Choctaw and Chickasaw Indians for the land 
taken for settlement, occupied the whole day 
and was still unacted upon when the senate ad- 
journed...... In the house the day was lost in 
an attempt to preceed with the diplomatic and 
consular bill. After repeated votes by tellers 
with no quorum voting, a call of the house was 
ordered and several times repeated and the 
house finally adjoured. 

THE senate was not in session on the 2th..... 
In the house twelve members were brought be- 
fore the bar of the house and compeled to give 
excuses for absence. Two hours were thus 
consumed in personal explanation: which were 
ludicrous in many instances, and finally, all de- 
linquents were excused. The house then went 
into committee of the whole on the private cal- 
endar, the pending bill being that for the re- 
lief of Henry and Charlotte K. Sibley, which 
has been pending for five weeks. It was finally 
referred to the court of claims for adjustment, 
and pending discussion of the bill for relist of 
Hiram K. Johnson the committee arose and the 
house took a recess until 8p. m., the evening 
session being for the consideration of private 
pension bills. 

THE senate was not in sessionon the 30th ... 
In the house, in committes of ths whole, the 
diplomatic and consular appropriation bill was 
further considered, occupying the entire ses- 
sion. A quorum of demo:rats appeared, and 
the pending amendment, to restore the mission 
to Denmark (which the committee struck out), 
was passed, after some discussion. Consider- 
able feeling was engenderel over the amend- 
ment of Mr. Chipman, making it impossible to 
use any portion of the emergency fund in the 
payment of any claims submitted by foreign 
nations against the United States, and the 
amendment was passed over informally. 

In the senate, on the 2d, Mr. Vest handed up 
for appropriate reference a petition protesting 
against the opening of the World's fair on Sun- 
day. After business of a routine nature several 
public building bills were passed, and shortly 
before 2 o'clock the senate went into secret ses- 
sion on the Russian and French extradition 
treaties...... In the house among the measures 
passed were: A bill to encourage American 
ship building; granting a pension of $8 a month 
to the survivors of the Black Hawk, Creek, 
Cherokee and Seminole wars; to ratify and con- 
firm an agreement with the Indians residing on 
the Colville reservation in the state of Wash- 
ington; appropriating $150,000 to carry out the 
stipulations regarding the Behring sea treaty 
The house then continued the discussion of the 
diplomatic and consular bill. 


PERSONAL AND POLITICAL. 

Ir is reported that the great safe- 
manufacturing houses of Herring, Hall 
and Marvin, of New York, have com- 
bined with a capital of $3,300,000. The 
earnings of the three companies in 1891 
aggregated $312,790. 

On the 30th Ferdinand Ward, after 
serving six years and six months for 
defaleation from the Marine bank of 
New York, while a member of the de- 
funct firm of Grant & Ward, was re- 
leased from Sing Sing prison. During 
his inearceration Ward's time was oc- 
cupied as a printer, and his exempla- 
ry behavior led to the curtailment of 
his original sentence of ten years. 

Dwieur T. CARROLL, instructor in 
physic in the Lehigh (Pa.) university, 
has been taken to his home in Connecti- 
cut insane. Carroll was burlesqued by 
the students at their minstrel perform- 
ance recently, and the affair so 
preyed upon his mind that he became a 
monomaniac on the subject. 

Rev. M. L. WEAKLER, reported to be 
the oldest Methodist minister in the 
United States, died at his home in Ber- 
lin, Pa., on the Ist, aged 95. Up to his 
last illness he had never known a sick 
day. He wasa member of the McKees- 
port conference for fifty years. 

On the 2d the Russian relief vessel 
Tynehead sailed from Dow's stores, 
Brooklyn. Miss Clara Barton and Mrs. 
Dr. Elliot, of the Red Cross society, were 
present when the steamship started. 
The vessel was decorated with bunting 
and carried the flag of the Red Cross 
society at the main. 

On the 2d, by a vote of 183 to 47, the 
bill to place binding twine on the free 
list passed the house under suspension 
of the rules. 





CRIMES AND CASUALTIES. 

On the 28th Mrs. Alexander, an in- 
valid, and her nurse, an old lady named 
Elizabeth Jones, were burned to death, 
and Dr. Briggs and Mrs. King were 
fatally burned ina fire in a New York 
flat house. Several other persons were 
more or less burned or otherwise in- 
jured.

THE PUBLIC PURSE. 


The Condition of the Public Finances as 
Shown by the Monthly Statement of the 
Treasury Department—An Increase in 
the Aggregate Debt of #602,048.60— 
Receipts and Expenditures for April. 
WasHINGTON, May 3.—The debt state- 

ment for April was issued by the treas- 

ury department yesterday. It shows 
an increase of the aggregate debt of 

#602,048.60. There was an increase of 

#400 in the interest-bearing debt: a de- 

crease of $778,775 in the non-interest- 

bearing debt; and a decrease of $1,380,- 

723.18 in the surplus cash in the treas- 

ury. 

The total debt May 1, less $31,518.- 
660.88 surplus cash in the treasury and 
100,000,000 of gold reserve. The green- 
back redemption fund was #838,727,- 
922.23, composed of $25,664,500 of 2 per 
cent. bonds; $559,664,530 of 4 per cent. 
bonds: and $381,914,912.85 on which 
there is no interest. 

Of the treasury surplus, on May 1, 
national bank depositories held #17,- 
378,373.46, against $17,500,749.40 on the 
Ist of April. Gold assets in the treas- 
ury aggregate $273,623,455.45, a decrease 
from April 1 of %6,520,813.89. The sil- 
ver in store amounted to $439,013,987.17, 
nearly $5,000,000 more than a month ago. 
The certificates issued against these as- 
sets and in circulation are: (Gold, $153,- 
773,699; silver, $327,289,896; silver treas- 
ury notes of 1890, $81,507,770. 

The table of government receipts and 
expenditures in April shows receipts 
from all sources to have been %27,388,- 
354.04 against #26,045,831.64 in April, 
1891. The expenditures were $31,098,- 
076.97, against $25,331,194.06 in the cor- 
responding month last year. The ex- 
penditures in detail were: Pensions, 
$12,705,035;11; redemption of national 
bank notes, $1,038,335; interest, $1,765,- 
660.88; ordinary, $15,588,925.08. The 
receipts for the current fiscal year to 
May 1 amounted to $295,528,891.49, as 
against $341,611,890.04, in the same time 
















in the fiscal year of 1890-91.

THE SITUATION BRIGHT. 


Auguries That Point to a Great Repub- 
ican Victory. 

From the east comes light. Little 
Rhoda is large enough to deal the free 
traders a stunning blow. Hope that 
“Cleveland and tariff reform” will carry 
eastern states is buried under the 
republican plurality of: 2,079 in a small 
state where the demdcrats had a plu- 
rality of 4,419 in 1889. 

In the light of recent events a presi- 
dential estimate of some value can be 
made. The election under the new ap- 
portionment gives to the south 159 
electoral votes, to the east 117. and to 
the west 168. The total being 444, with 
223 yet to elect, the south must retain 
allits own votes and secure 64 votes 
from the north. But if the south car- 
ries New York with 36 votes, New Jer- 
sey with 10, Connecticut with 6 and In- 
diana with 15, or 67 northern votes in 
all, it will still be in the minority if it 
loses even one state as small as West 
Virginia with 6 votes or Florida with 4. 

These being the conditions of the 
problem, what do recent events indi- 
cate? Tariff reform does not prove a 
charm to conjure with in a manufactur- 
ing state. After the democrats had 
been so greatly aided in Rhode Island by 
the addition of 15,000 new voters since 
1888 that they carried state and con- 
gressional elections for three years, 
they yet find that free wool and Mr. 
Cleveland are powerless to avert de- 
feat. Whatcan they hope from Con- 
necticut, where the last full vote gave 
Mr. Cleveland only 336 plurality, or 
from Massachusetts, where there has 
been nothing like a full vote since he 
was beaten by 32,000? In these and 
other New England states no great ad- 
dition to the suffrage has reinforced the 
democrats. Connecticut can be claimed 
as doubtful, but the chances are against 
the democrats in any case, and with any 
candidate, while other New England 
states can be classed as republican. 

Mr. Hill's disgraceful behavior and 
the recent town elections have made 
New York more hopeful for the repub- 
licans than it tas four years ago, when 
the last full vote gave Mr. Harrison 14,- 
373 plnrality. Even New Jersey is in 
such a state of mind about recent 
partisan swindles and the coal monop- 
oly that it might be won. Nor in view 
of republican victories and gains in 
Evansville, Columbus, Springfield, IIL, 
and many other western cities, can In- 
diana be counted less hopeful for the 
republicans than it was four years ago, 
while in Ohio, Illinois, Michigan and 
Wisconsin free silver will hurt more 
than it’ will help the democrats, and 
free wool will not help them. lowa is 
the only western state this side of the 
Pacific coast which has given a fuller 
vote since 1888 or 1889 than before. 











tion of 1891 against the republicans by 
7,816 plurality for one candidate, and it 
may therefore be reckoned doubtful 
with more apparent reason than Indi- 
ana. But in Kansas, Nebraska and

But the 
chance that all these northern states 
can be carried by the democrats seems 
decidedly smaller than the chance that 
the alliance will cost them more than 
18 southern votes. West Virginia and 
Virginia alone have that number, and a 
third ticket would almost certainly 
draw from the democrats several times 
the one vote in one hundred in Virginia, 
or the one vote in twenty in West Vir- 
ginia, which would turn the. scale 
against that party. Indeed, there ap- 
pears more probability of North Caro- 
lina giving a republican plurality by aid 
of the alliance than of Iowa giving a 
democratic plurality by aid of the same 
third party. These three southern 
states, with 29 electoral votes, would 
suffice to defeat the democrats even if 
they could get the 83 electoral votes 
mentioned from the north. 

But there is one other thing to be ob- 
served. The same democratic party is 
not going to be able this year to carry 
New York and Connecticut, with a ean- 
didate against free silver, and Indiana, 
Towa and. Montana with a candidate 
for free silver. One road or the other 
inust be chosen; both cannot be. If Mr. 
Cleveland could carry Connecticut and 
New York he could not carry a western 
state. If a candidate could be found 
who would delight the more-money 
fanatics enough to carry Iowa and Mon- 
tana, that candidate would break his 
‘neck in New York and Connecticut, 
Riding either of the two horses is pep- 
missible, This year mo man cay ride 
them both to his own comfort.-N, ¥,

Clearly Knowing Why. 
Something was said by the banquet- 
ing democrats between shouts for 
Cleveland about ‘Jeffersonian prin- 
ciples,” and about the Jeffersonian 
flavoring in Cleveland's character and 
a return to ‘Jeffersonian principles.” 
It is customary for the democrat on 
festive occasions to offer many bumpers 
of wine as libations to the shade of the 
sage of Monticello. A good many dem- 
ocrats do not know what Thomas Jef- 
ferson believed. They have a hazy 
idea that Jefferson was a free trader, 
and they are right. The adoption of 
Jeffersonian free trade principles as 
Jefferson really entertained and 
nourished them would extirpate the 
last vestige of the protective system 
in this country and destroy the mag- 
nificent industrial results of the pro- 
tec‘ive policy, which are rapidly mak- 
ing us the leading manufacturing na- 
tion of the world. James Parton, in 
his tribute to Jefferson some years 
ago, said Jefferson ‘‘would be a more 
positive and sweeping free trader even 
than he was in his own lifetime” if he 
was living now. 

But among ‘Jeffersonian principles” 
was one which makes the average dem- 
ocrat wince. Jefferson, to his credit bo 
it said, was opposed to bossism, as he 
was opposed to the hereditary principle, 
and he would have had no sympathy 
with the Doran democracy of Minne- 
sota or the Tammany democracy of 
New York. He was a believer in state 
rights to the disintegrating extent, but 
the democracy since the occurrences of 
of 1861-65 has been forced to relinquish 
this ‘Jeffersonian principle,” and for 
his doctrine of popular interference 
there is comparatively little democratic 
fealty since, after a deal of talk about 
the honors of a centralized federal gov- 
ernment, the democrats have not only 
in congress aided in the tendency to 
greater centralization, essential in such 
a vast government and country as our 
wn, but applauded the accidental ad- 
ministration of Cleveland, who accepted 
the anti-Jeffersonian principle that a 
government of laws must have the 
principle of energy and coercion. Jef- 
ferson's dogma of popular interference 
had the strong tendency to lead the 
nation back to the chaos of the old con- 
federacy. 
When democrats talk about Je ffer- 
sonian principles it is well for them to 
ascertain exactly what those principles 
were. Jackson didn't act under them, 
Van Buren didn't, Tyler didn’t, Polk 
didn’t, Buchanan didn't, Cleveland 
didn't. 

And, after all, what was the result of 
the Jefferson administration? 
The legislative committee of Massa- 
chusetts said in January, 1809: 

“Our agriculture is discouraged. The 
fisheries abandoned. Our commerce at 
home restrained, if not annihilated. 
Our commerce abroad cut off. Our 
navy sold, dismantled, or degraded to 
the service of cutters or gunboats. The 
revenue extinguished. The course of 
justice interrupted. And the nation 
weakened by internal animosities and 
divisions, at the moment when it is un 
necessarily and improvidently exposed 
to war with Great Britain, France and 
Spain.” 

How is that for ‘Jeffersonian prin- 
ciples?”—Minneapolis Journal.

THE FLORENCE BRIDGE. 





A Span Fails in With a Freight Train 
of Six Cars. 





Jack Hamlet, a Brakeman, is Thought 
to be Fatally Hurt. 





Yesterday a span of the Florence 
bridge, one hundred and fifty feet-in 
length, which crosses the Tennessee at 
that point fell in with a freight train of 
six cars, precipitating the whole business 
into the river below. 

It is almost miraculous that all the 
train men escaped alive. Only three 
were hurt, the worst being Jack Hamlet, 
a brakeman and a son of Mr. Ed. Hamlet, 
a freight conductor on the M. & CU. He 
was in a car at the time of the catastrophe 
and in the fall he sustained injuries 
which there is little doubt but that will 
result fatally. His leg was broken, also 
his arm, and his chest crushed, and in 
this condition he climbed to the top of 
the car and wasrescued by men in boats. 
The two other trainmen hurt were not 
seriously so. 

he engineer and fireman went down 
in their cab unhurt; they also climbed 
out and got on top of it and were carried 
ashoresby means of a cunoe. 

This last calamity resulting from mis- 
haps occasioned by the giving way of the 
Florence bridge, willno doubt, put the 
railroad company to thinking about the 
lives of its employees that it has held in 
jeopardy by allowing an,unsafe bridge to 
remain in that condition. 

If weremember correctly, the Flor- 
ence bridge was condemned months ago, 
as being unsafe. « 

The M. & C. is generally not remiss in 
this particular, but this is an instance 
where we suppose some one is guilty of 
neglect.

THE RAILROAD WEBTING. 





An Unders{andine®’ Arrived at 
with Maj. Thomas. 
The Road to be Built to Hobbs 
Island. 





An Opporfunity forour Business Men 
to Show their Mettle. 





At eight o’clock last evening, Hon. 
Milton Humes, Chairman of the Board of 
Trade, called a large and enthusiastic as. 
semblage of the citizens of Huntsville to 
order in the Court room and anvounced 
that it was a meeting of the citizens, for 
the purpose of considering a proposition 
that the special committee, composed of 
Judge Richardson, chairman, and six 
other gentlemen, were prepared to sub- 
mit for their co-operation, advice and 
consideration. Judge Richardson as 
chairman of the committee, stated that 
the committee had in his judgment faith- 
fully and carefully prepared the proposi 
tion, that they had visited Mr. thomas, 
and that he felt prepared to say that it 
was in his judgment the best and most 
satisfactory solution of the railroad 
problem that has been vexing the minds 
of the people of Huntsville for years that 
he could conceive of. Gen. Moore,a mem- 
ber of the committee, fo)lowed in a spir- 
ited and well considered speech, favoring 
the proposition and advising the adop- 
tion ,of the same. Capt. Humes also 
made some of his pointed and well- 
timed remarks. The motion to instruct 
the committee to submit the proposition 
to Maj: Thomas, was carried without a 
dissenting voice. 

The following is the proposition sub- 
mitted to the meeting by the committee 
for approval: 

“Tf the Nashville, Chattanooga & St. 
Louis Railway Company will extend its 
line from Huntsville to the Tennesse 
River, at or near the heaca of Hobbs Is. 
land, adistance of about 14 miles, by 
January Ist 1893, and put on a daily line 
of boats. between that point and Gunters - 
ville, and continually operate and run 
said railroad and boats for passengers 
and freight both ways daily, transferring 
the freight cars on said boats until an 
all-rail through line _ shall have 
been built) from Huntsville to 
Gintersville, by this extension of 
said road south from Huntsville, the 
citizens of Huntsville and Madison coun- 
ty will donate the right of way, terminal 
facilities at Huntsville, and give a bonus 
of fifty acres of land within one mile; 
from the court house at Huntsville, on 
the completion of the road toa point at 
or near the head of Hobbs Island.

Cotton Acreage. 

Says a Chicago dispatch of the 26th: 

The extreme low price of cotton and the agt- 
tation of reduced acreage having attracted so 
much attention lately, an association of Chica- 
go business men authorized Mr. W. O. Hoff- 
man, editor of the Chicago Markets, to procuré 
an accurate and reliable report on the acreage 
planted for 1892. Mr. Hoffman mailed a circu- 
lar letter of inquiry on April 9 to the leading 
merchant in every town containing fifty or 
more population in the states of Texas, Louisi- 
ana, Arkansas, Mississippi, Alabama, Georgia, 
North Carolina, South Carolina and Tennessee, 
requesting that at least ten reliable planters be 
interviewed in each locality as to their 
planting for this year. A total of 1,98? 

eplies received up to date from every county 
and almost every township in the cotton belt 
(Florida and the Indian territory alone ex- 
cepted) report 23,936 planters interviewed, and 
a summarizing of allreplies received gives an 
average reduction in acreage over the entire 
cotton belt of 2212 per cent. That 40 per cent. 
Jess fertilizers have been used; that planting is 
two to three weeks later; that the season is 
cold, wet and rainy, and the ground is in mucb 
worse condition than at the corresponding time 
last year. This resylt is regarded as accurate 
and reliable and indicates a largely decreased 
production of cotton for this season.

on the railway front, between Tennessee and 
Commerce streets, to the Alabama Storage 
and Compress Co., which is building a new 
compress in the northern subutbs of the city. 
Under the lease the Alabama Storage and 
Compress Co. will operate the new compres 
which is in progress of erection, as soon as it is 
completed, and also the two companies whicb 
Messrs. Hurter & Co. own and have been 
opérating for years past, The Alabama Stor- 
age and Compress Co. will have entire contro} 
of the cotton compress business in Montgom- 
ery hereafter. The lease runs for a term of 
five years at a rental of $50,000 for cach com- 
press per year. 


Convicts Brutally Treated. 

Gov. Stone of Mississippi recently re- 
ceived an important communication 
from five of the best citizens ot Wilkin- 
son county. 

The communication states that they repre- 
sent a mass-meeting, and assert that there was 
no question about W. K. Fosselman,a white 
convict, baving been brutally whipped by a ne- 
gro. Fosselman was placed in Delta county to 
pick cotton under the supervision of the board 
of control. While there he became sick and un- 
able to do full duty, and it was on this account 
that the negro flogged him almost to death. 
The committee calls attention to another case 
of brutal cruelty in the case of a negro named 
Joshua Maiden. When he left the jait he was 
very stout and healthy. When he returned his 
friends hardly recognized him. His back was 
covered with scars from various beatings and 
he was fearfully bruised. The board of control 
will investigate both cases. 

Gold in Virginia. 

What promises to be an exceptionaliy 
rich gold field has recently been dis- 
covered in Goochland county, Va. 

The discovery was made on the farm of C, 
F. Prior, near Kent's store and about eight 
miles from Columbia. Washings of a gravel 
deposit, lying some twelve inches below thse 
surface, have already yielded very largely both 
in dust and nuggets. One’ nugget exhibited 
weighed thirty-six pennyweights. Ths deposit 
is in the great gold-bearing belt running 
through Lonisa, Goochland, Buckingham, and 
again cropping out in North Carolina. About 
amilefrom the present deposit, gold-bearing 
quartz is being worked.
